16 (4) Appointment of Heads of the 
Departments.—(a) Each D^aitment shall have a Head 
who shall be appointed by the Vice-Chancellor from 
amongst the Professors of the Department on the basis 
of rotation in order of the seniority : 

Provided that if a Department has only one 
Professor, the Head of the Department shall be 
appointed from amongst the Professor and the senior 
most Associate Professor by rotation in the order of 
seniority : 

Provided further that if a Department has no 
Professor, , the Head of the Department shall be ^ipointed 
from amongst the Associate Professors on the basis of 
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rotation in order of seniority : 

Provided further that if there is no Professor ot an 
Associate Professor, in a Department, the Dean of the 
School concerned shall act as the Head of that Department. 

(b) A Professor or Associate Professor may decline 
the offer of appointment as the Head of the Department, in 
which case, the offer of appointment as Head shall be made 
to the next eligible person in order of seniority. 

(c) A Head of Department may resign his office at 
any time during his/her tenure of office, in which case, the 
offer of appointment as Head shall be made to the next 
eligible person in order of seniority. 

(d) If a person, declines the offer of appointment as 
Head of the Department and/or resign his office at any time 
during his/her tenure of office,, he/she shall not be 
considered for appointment as Head in the Departoient, till 
his turn of appointment comes again in order of the 
seniority. 

(e) A person appointed as the Head of the Department 
shall hold office as such for a period of tlnee years: 

(f) rhe Head of a Department shall perform such 
functions as may be prescribed by the Ordinances. 

16 (5) Appointment of Directors of the Centres.— 

(a) Each Centre shali have a Director of the Centre, who 
shall be appointed by the Vice-Chancellor from amongst 
the Professors placed in the Centre on the basis of rotation 
in order of the seniority: 

Provided that if a Centre has only one Professor, the 
Director of the Centre shall be appointed from amongst the 
Professor and the senior most Associate Professor by 
rotation in the order of seniority: 

Provided that if a Centre has no Professor placed in 
it, the Director shall be appointed from amongst the 
Associate Professors on the basis of rotation in order of 
seniority. 

Provided further that if there is no Professor or an 
Associate Professor, in a Centre, the Dean of the School 
concerned shall act as Director of the Centre. 

(b) A Professor or Associate Professor may decline 
the offer of appointment as the Director of the Centre, in 
which case, the offer of ^ppomtment as Director shall be 
made to the next eligible person in order of seniority. 

(c) A Director of ffte Centre may resign his office at 
any time during his/her tenure of office, in \\Wch case, the 
offer,of appointment -as Ifeector of die Centre shall be 
made to the next eligibte person in order of seniority. 

(d) If a person, decEnes the offer of aj^iointment as 
Director of the Centre .and/oraesign his office at any time 
during his/her tenure of office, he/she shall not be 
considered for appointmemmlSKictoc^the same Centre, 
till his turn of appointment comes again in order of the 
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seniority. 

(e) A person appointed as the Director of the Centre 
shall hold office as such for a period of three years. 

(f) The Director of the Centre shall perform such 
functions as may be prescribed by the Ordinances.

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(4) The powers and functions of the Planning &

42. Appointment of Dean of Students’ Welfare 
as an Officer of the University.—(1) Dean of Students’ 
Welfare (DSW) shall be a full-time salaried officers of 
the University in the pay and rank of the Professor and 
shall be appointed by the Executive Council on the 
recommendation of the Vice-ChanCellor. 

(2) Provided that the Executive Council may, 
appoint on the recommendation of the Vice-Chancellor, 
a teacher, not below the rank of a Associate Professor, to 
discharge the duties of the Deah of Students’ Welfare 
(DSW), in addition to his duties'as teacher, and in such 
case, the Executive Council may sanction a suitable 
allowance to be paid to him. 

• (3) 7'h e Dean of Students’ Welfare (DSW) shall hold 

office for a term of three years and shall be eligible for 
re-appointment. 


(4) If a teacher of the University is appointed as a 
Dean of Students’ Welfare (DSW), he/she shall continue 
to hold his lien on his/her substantive post and shall be 
eligible to all the benefits that would have otherwise accrued 
to him/her, but for his/her appointment as the Dean of 
Students' Welfare. 

(5) When the office of a Dean Students’ Welfare is 
vacant or when the Dean of Students’ Welfareis by reason 
of illness or absence^jr any other cause, unable to perform 
the duties of his office, the duties of the office of the Dean 
of Students' Welfare (DSW), shall be performed by such 
person as the Vice-Chancel or may appoint for the purpose. 

(6) The functions, duties and responsibilities of a 
'Dean of Students’ Welfare shall be prescribed by the 
Ordinances.
